Promp t and efficient work by the 
lire dep artm ent prevented a serious 
conflagration at Common’s Fair store 
in the Camp building on Galena av­ 
enue at 8:45 o’clock this morning, 
for had the blaze, which originated 
in the basement, 
gained headway 
and spread among the many 
small 
articles in the store, the result would 
have been disastrous. 


The fire evidently was caused by 
the furnace, as Mr. Commons did not

vote. 
See that tv judge’s Initials are 
on 
the ballot given y ou. 
Put a cross in the sq uare opposite 
the name of each candidate (except 
precinct committeeman) 
for whom 
y ou desire to vote. 
Put the cross in the sq uare; thus 
(X.) 
Under the word« , "For Precinct 
Committeeman” (at bottom of bal­ 
lot) y ou may write or paste the name 
of the person for whom y ou desire 
to vote for precinct committeeman. 
Neither a sq uare nor a cross need be 
placed opposite the name.

These figures were arrived at. by 
government engineers and officials of 
state levee boards engaged in battling 
the ra v a g ing 
sweep of the Mississippi 
river fro m points in Illinois to threat- 
tened places in Mississippi and Ar- 
k am a h. 
Three New Break«. 
Wa ter Is 
pouring 
into 
Ark ansas 
thro ug h three new break s In the levee 
south of Memphis. 
The first break was at “twenty -four- 
mlle post." sixteen miles 
south 
of 
Helena. Ark . 
Later the levee at T»a- 
conla. sixty miles below Helena, went 
out, and the levee gave way at Hen­ 
rico, near I » neon in. 
Tho water is pouring rapidly over 
several hundred sq uare miles of rich 
farming lnnds. 
Inhabitant« of the flooded territory 
had ample warning. 
No loss of life 
is anticipated. 
The flood crest, rapidly going south, 
Is 
leaving 
behind 
It 
a 
wak e 
of 
desolation 
which 
will 
ctM*t 
plant­ 
ers 
millions of dollars 
and 
leave 
thousands homeless. 
For fifty miles 
below Memphis the latid owners and 
renters are still desperately work ing 
to hold back the rushing river, but 
with scant success, 
From six to ten feet of water floods 
the fertile St. 
Francis 
basin, 
the 
source of one-tenth of the entire cot­ 
ton crop of the world. It will be day s 
before this water will have run off, 
and day s before the river will have 
lowered to a sufficient depth to allow 
the planters to rebuild 
their levees. 
Mall Halted From Ohio 
to Mountain«. 
Interruption of tho mail service 
is 
the latest problem 
which 
confronts 
both the residents of the valley and 
tho government officials. 
From tho 
Ohio river to the Rock y Mountains, as 
showing the greatest scope of this rec­ 
ord flood, the mall service Is being 
carried on through emergency chan­ 
nels, and In many districts no 
mail 
has been received since Tuesday . 
Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
issued Instructions to every railway 
mall superintendent In the valley to 
use every effort to 
k eep 
the mails 
moving and avoid so far as possible 
congestion at any Junction or 
big 
handling point, so that they can be 
moved q uick ly when regular 
traffic 
Is resumed. 
Cairo Levees Severely Tested . 
Cairo, 111., April 8.—The Cairo levees

highest stage reached, ft severe wind­ 
storm set in and dashed the water» 
wlih great force against, the levee em- 
bank nients. 
Heavy rolls were driven 
with a mighty roar against the stone 
wall, strik ing with great force os to 
throw the water high in the air. 
All 
levees stood tho severe strain 
and 
when inspected later were found to 
be substantial and intact. 
Vand als Loot in Flood ed Districts. 
Vandals have been looting houses 
in the flooded drainage district and 
Sheriff Fraser has put on a force of 
deputies with motor boats and sk iffs 
to patrol tho territory with instruc­ 
tions to shoot when necessary .

The garrison at Esealon was heavily 
drawn u p on by General Orozco after 
Camp a’s defeat at Parrall last Tu es­ 
day, and is In no condition to p u t u p a 
fight If the federalB are as strong as 
they are rep orted to be. General Oroz­ 
co has sent 600 men u nder Generals 
Camp a and Argu nevo to reenforce the 
Esealon garrison. 
Camp a begged for 
a chance to vindicate himself when 
he heard there were p rosp ects of a 
battle, and he p leaded so hard that 
Orozco granted his requ est. 
Orozco's last orders to Camp a before 
he started sou th was not to give the 
federals battle If there was any p ros­ 
p ect of his being defeated, bu t to re­ 
treat from Esealon 
and 
If 
p ossible 
draw the federals to Oorrnlitos, where 
the battle so fatal 
to the 
govern­ 
ment forces was fou ght two weeks ago. 
Villa Escapes Rebels. 
The colu mn u nder Major 
Qu evedo, 
which was sent in p u rsu it of General 
Villa after the battle at Parrall, has re­ 
tu rned to Parrall, saying that Villa had 
taken to the hills and that it was im­ 
p ossible to follow him. 
Forty rebels were killed and 
sixty 
p risoners taken by a force of federals 
near Necaxa, in the stato of Pu ebla, 
where the city electric p ower p lant la 
located. 
Pu rrall was badly shot u p du ring the 
two days of fighting. The tower of the 
cathedru l was carried away and a nu m­ 
ber of residences ru ined, among them 
the hou se of R. J. Long, general man 
ager of the Parrall and Du rango rail­ 
way.

Banco Minero, which was stru ck by a 
shell du ring the first day’s 
fighting, 
was looted of $ 300,000 and the citizens 
lay the robbery to VlUa. 
After the liberalsnmarcbed Into the 
city, some of tho men started looting. 
General Salazar ordered two of them 
shot, and this swift p u nishment effectu ­ 
ally ended the looiing.

“A few years later fou nd me asso­ 
ciated with the tools and messengers 
of the railroads.”
